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JOLT FOR THE MILITARISTS

HE capitol has not yet recovered from the shock of the wholly 
unexpected attack upon the Chamberlain-Kahn conscription 


bill made by the National Guard Association of the United 
States which held its annual conference in New York City. Every 
member of the House and Senate Military Affairs Committees 
received last week a telegram, stating, definitely and explicitly 
that the men who carried the day at Chateau Thierry and the 
Argonne, are in no mood to trifle with permanent peace time 
training and conscription in America. That telegram, which 
was only partially carried by the press associations, deserves re- 
hearsal in full: 


Four million veterans of the great war are a suffi- 


cient nucleus for the organization of any army which 
may be required for some time to come. 


The American people vrill not1 tolerate the ruth- 


less abandonment of a policy which created a great civil 
army which answered the call, never flinched in the 


. i'ace'of the severest fire, and whose record of achieve- 


ment stands as a guarantee of its ability to handle any 
situation which may confront it. 


The Chamberlain-Kahn bill abolishes the citizen , 


soldiery of the United States which public sentiment 
demands shall be the backbone of its military strength; 
and, at a time when the people are struggling under the 
burden of excessive taxation, creates at, enormous ex- 
pense, the machinery for the establishment in America 
of that detestable Prussian system which is abhorrent 
to the American people. 


The League of Nations and the Chamberlain-Kahn 


bill can never go hand in hand. 


- Either the League of Nations is a snare and a de-. 


lusion or there is no necessity for the passage of the 
Chamberlain-Kahn bill. 
_ • 


The Chamberlain-Kahn bill issthe swan song of the 


General Staff. -Failing utterly in its efforts to secure 
necessary recruits for the regular army it now attempts 
in time of peace under the guise of a universal service 
bill to resort to "conscription, and to seize from their 
homes -the youth of America for service in the regular 
army in the Philippines, in Hawaii, in Porto Rico, in the 
Canal Zone and even in Russia should the military-dic- 
tator created by the provisions of this vicious bill "de- 
termine that the emergency demanded it. 


The Chamberlain-Kahn bill destroys and places a 


stigma upon the citizen soldiery which bore the brunt 
of fighting as shock troops, and creates a centralized 
military oligarchy with dangerous potentialities for 
political abuse, and the destruction of the freedom 
which is vital to the existence of the country. 


Therefore the National Guard Association of the 


United States, through its officers, executive and legis- 
lative committees in conference assembled, represent- 
ing the great body of citizen soldiers whose record of' 
efficiency entitles it to the fullest measure of support, 
opposes the passage of the Chamberlain-Kahn bill. 
The militarists are receiving jolts from unexpected quarters

Now remained the task of mount- 


ing the binder in such a manner as 
to receive the cut grain,- and the us- 
ing . of- power 
applied • from 
the 


wheels-of the harvester.. This took 
ingenuity almost equal to that which 
had evolved the knotter. A frame 
called the M U-frame was hit'upon; 
elevators were planned to carry the 
yrain to the binder; packers kept the, 
bundle in shape; the butter formed 
a square base, and.aided the packers 
in their work;.'t.e needle was so- 
shaped as to compress 
the bundle 


Before tying; the tripping device 
jauged the size of sheaf; all.'parts 
received power .'from, .one gear wheel. 
This complexity of mechanism: was 
appalling in its beginning; but/hay/- 


shop to Travis-county, Texas, in 
May, 1878.

binders, as built and. sold' by Parker 
A. Stone .-shows that some of them 
were in. service many years after- 
ward, proving, vtheir.: durability..- and, 
utility. • All • of. this advance- work 
W»B 'accomplished. before any, other, 
twine binder liad succeeded,, and" .be- 
fore any:manufacture of .wire'-bind-': 
era. would, concede! the superiority 
of twine'-over wire for .use, in. grain 
binding..--But, the-,:demands/'oi..the 
farmers arid mill men .were manda-j 


tory, and it was impossible to ignore 
them., Reports that crickets 
and 


mice ate and loosened most of the 
twine bands acted as a damper to 
twine enthusiasts for a season. But 
time proved that this was • only 
a 


bogie, which was brought. out to 
frighten the inexperienced into the 


I ranks of the supporters of the wire 
band. The twine users .were .finally 
triumphant, .and in'.'three years .wire 
binders were practically -swept from 
the field,'. Manufacturers 'all'neces- 
sarily turned to the Wisconsin men 
for a way out of their difficulties.

"There was some difficulty in pro- 


Icuring the proper material for.the 
' making of 
the necessary

smooth, strong grade of twine; but 
William Deering bent his personal 
efforts to the task, after his com- 
pany had secured of. the: Wisconsin 
men the right to manufacture .these 
machines. At a matter of history, 
the first small shop-right was grant- 
ed to Messrs. Hoover, Allen & Gam- 
ble, of

previously recommended the 'Apple-, 
by binder to them. Then Appleby 
built one each for several.firms, and 
sold licenses to manufacture a lim- 
ited number at. a royalty of. $6 on 
each machine; The next year.. (1882) 
the McCormicks paid $35,000 .besides 
royalties, for the'right to. manufac- 
ture these binders'." 


The Parker-Stone firm'sold out-at 


a good figure, and for many years 
Appleby .worked' with the' Deering 
company. He accords this and other 
great 
corporations . the : highest 


praise regarding their dealings with 
him; but, upon their consolidation, 
he considered that his, work with 
them wns done.' Although he was 
receiving, a "salary of ' $5,000, per 
year, he resigned his position to en- 
ter upon a field where .his 
efforts 


were more greatly needed. Probably 
a million of his autom-.tie binders 
are now-in use each year, and annu- 
ally they doubtless save.-a billion 
dollar's to North America alone.
